SEEKING FOR LABORERS. 


Chinese Exclusion Act Compels Califor 
nia to Get Her Fruit-pickers from the 
Eastern States, Says W. H. Murray. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P. 11.1 
ST. PAUL (Minn.) May 32.—W. H. 
Murray, representing the California 
Promotion Company of the commer- 
cial organization of San Francisco and 
the State, arrived here today in search 
of laborers to assist in harvesting the 
fruit crop. Murray says that the la- 
bor situation in the fruit district is a 
very serious one, and that last year 
a very high percentage of the crop 
was wasted because of inability to se- 
cure pickers. 

The cause of this short- 
age, Murray says, is the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act. Chinese being excluded 
from the United States, California fruit 
growers have had to seek elsewhere for 
labor and are turning their attention 
to the Eastern States, sending en- 
voys to the more populous States of the 
East with a view of inducing laborers 
to immigrate to California. —

EMPEROR 
AND POPE. 


Kaiser Pays Visit 
lo the Vatican. 


German Monarch Enthusiastically 
Welcomed by the Popuiace 
and His Teutonic Subjects. 


Has a Forty-Minute Tall in Pri- 
vale With the Pontiff and 
Makes a Gift.

Unusual Occurrence of Lee ition 
Luncheon Wih Rampolia 
and O her Ccrdinais.

OME, May 3.—{ By Atlantic Cabie.] 
R Emperor William was received by 
the Pope today. He hada con- 
ference with the Pope of forty min- 
utes’ duration, and then returned to 
the residence of the Prussian Minister 
to the Holy See. 

The day was t, and as the Em- 
peror and his suite traversed the streets 
of Rome, he was enthusiastically ac- 
claimed. His Majesty presented Prince 
Frederick William and Princé Eitel to 
the Pontiff. At the Vatican, the Em- 
peror was received with military hon- 
ors by the Palatine Guard and a 
platoon of gendarmes, and wes wel- 
comed by the high dignitaries of the 
pontifical court. The visit of Emperor 
William was returned by Cardinal 
Rampolla, Papal Secretary of State, 
atitthe Prussian legation. 

FULL PARTICULARS. 
(‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

ROME, Mey 3.—Emperor William 
rose early this morning, and was 
greeted by bright, sunny weather in 
contrast to the clouds of yesterday. His 
Majesty had a long conference with 
Chancellor Von Buelow. He looked over 
the dispatches concerning the situation 
in Macedonia, ¢ his views 
thereon, and gave instructions fo de 
sent to Berlin and Constantinople. 

At 8:30 o'clock, the the

On his 
way to the residence of the Ambassa- 
dor, Emperor Wimam was cheered 
most heart. Cuts the embarsy His 
Majesty was met bv German rest- 
dents of Rome, among whom were 
the pupils of the German schools, who 
trought flowers to the emperor. These 
His Majesty gtaciously accepted, 
luting at the énthuslastic “hochs” of 
his subjects. 

At 10 o’clock, surrounded by the per- 
sonnel of the German Embassy and of 
the Prussian Legation to the Holy see, 
His Majesty attended divine service. 
Prominent members of the German 
colony were admitted to the place of 
worship. Throughout the service the 
Emperor remained standing before the 
gilded throne which had been prepared 
purposely for him. Among the musical 
pleces rendered at the service was a 
Dutch hymn cf the sixteenth century. 
This hymn was popular in Holland 
during the war with Spain. It is a great 
favorite of His Majest and it was 
given today at his especial request. Af- 
ter the congregation had 4 parted, Em- 
peror William and Count 
remained behind to visit t 
cent throne room of the Caffairetti 


Palace. The windows of throne 
room were closed, and the electric lights 
were turned on in order to pérmit Bis 


Majesty better to see the gorgeous 
frescoes of the room, which represent 
allegorical German events. 

After this ins His Majesty, 
clad in the blue uniform of a general 
of the Guards, drove to the Odelcaichi 
Paiace, the™nfficial residence of the 
Prussian Minister to the Holy See. His 
Majesty had luncheon with Cardinals 
Rampolia, Gotti and Aglaridi. This le- 
gation luncheon is quite an unusual oc- 
currence. Cardinal Rampolla is called 
the vice-pope, as he now conducts the 
entire machinery of the church; Car- 
dinal Gotti is prefect of the congrega- 
tion of the propaganda, and Cardinal 


| Agrtiaridi is the most liberal member of 


the Sacred College. Rome seldom sees 
cardinais driving through the streets 
and being received in state, and the 


| people were much interested in the ar- 


rival of Cardinals Rampolia, Gotti and 
Agiaridi, They wore their full cardinal 
robes of scariet moire and red hats. 
Each was followed by his own suite. 
At the legation, they were met by the 
staff attendants, who wore knee 
breeches and whose hair was powdered. 
The trumpet of the Culrassiers an- 
nounced the coming of the Emperor. 
His escort was mounted on white 
„ and wore horsehair tassels in 
their helmets, as did the Ancient Le- 
gationers of Rome. The Corso is al- 
ways gay Sunday, and it was more 
animated than ever when the imperial 
cortége appeared. The people wel- 
comed the German Emperor with a 
roar that could be heard for blocks, 
and His Majesty acknowledged the 
salutation with smiling amiability. 
The tuncheon lasted an hour. At the 
meeting, the eccleciastics present were 
Mgr. Della Chiesa, Mgr. Cagiiano Aze- 
vedo, the Pope's major domo, and Mgr. 
Bisieti, master of the chamber. The 
roome were decorated with flowers 
and palms, silver plate and old Meisen 
china. The table decorations consisted 
of silver bowls filled with pink roses 
and maidenhatr fern. 

Emperor. William was most affabie. 
‘especially to the three cardinals. He 
recalled his different visits to the Vat- 
ican and spoke of his pleasant recol-

The sun was shining brightly when 
Emperor William lett the legation to 
Grive to the Vatican. Fifteen carriages 
were required for the use of His Maj- 
esty and his suite. The horses, car- 
riages and servants were all brought 
from Berlin, as the Emperor was deter- 
mined to give his visit to the Pope spe- 
cial official importance. Yesterday the 
imperial coachmen held a dress re- 
hearsal of today's drive to the Vati- 
can, much to the delight of the small 
boys of Rome. Today, when His Maj- 
esty left the legation, the balcony of 
the Doria Palace, opposite the Odes- 
calchi Palace, was filled with members 
of the diplomatic corps, who had gath- 
ered to witness the spectacle. Among 
those present were the Count of Turin, 
cousin of the King of Italy; Ambassa- 
Gor and Mrs. Meyer; Francis Berte, 
the British Ambassador, and Prince 
Colonna. 

When His Majesty appeared he was 
greeted with frantic applause. He 
looked up to the balcony and smiled. 


| He was in full uniform and accom- 


panied by Prince Frederick William 
and Prince Eitel. The Emperor's car- 
riage was attended by the Imperial 
outriders and postillions. The long 
cortége was preceded by the German 
culrassiers on their white horses, They 
were big men, and as they rode down 
the streets they made almost as great 
a sensation as did the Emperor him- 
self. The cordon along the thorough- 
fare wds formed of Italian soldiers. 
Emperor William always has de- 
clared that he enjoys going to the 
Vatican from an artistic and spectacu- 
lar point of view. The moment he ar- 
rived at the Plaza of St. Peter he was 
alert and animated, pointing out relics 
of interest to his sons. In fact, the 
spectacular part of the visit began 
there, as the great square, densely 
crowded, was imposing. As His Maj- 
esty appeared the students of the Ger- 
man Ecclesiastical College called Lit- 
tle Cardinals,” because of their red 
gloves, raised a formidable Hoch.“ On 


the far side of the plaza there were 


assembled 1000 piigrims from Cologne, 
carrying flags and bouquets of flowers. 
They received their Emperor with great 
applause, presented the flowers to bim. 
and made great demonstration of loy- 
alty. 

The Swiss Guards assumed the duty 
of guarding the Imperial carriage at 


the entrance to the Vatican. Passing » 


the Borgia Tower, His Majesty and his 
suite entered the famous court of San 
Da maso. Here t Emperor and his 
sons were received With military hon- 
ors by the Palatine and a pla- 
toon of gendarmes, while “~ Papal 


Majesty was accOmpanied by & 
sounding drum tattoo 

The imperial carriage stopped at the 
noble staircase where Mgr. Cagiano 
De Azevedo, the major domo, heiped 
the Emperor to ascend. He presented 
the German Papal Chamberiains, 
Count Pecci, nephew of the Pope; 
Prince Rospigliosi, commandant of the 
Noble Guard, and other high digni- 
taries of the Pontifical Court. When 
asked if. he desired to use the ele- 
vator, the Emperor replied that he 
preferred to mount the stairs. 

At the first landing. His Majesty 
was met by the famous servants of 
ante chamber, in rich red bro- 
cade, flanked by members of the Swiss 
Guard in breast-plates and helmets 
with red plumes, the new uniform in- 
uagurated at the jubilee. The young 
Princes were especially struck with. the 
uniforms of the Noble Guard. Upon 
arriving at the Salle Clementina, His 
Majesty was received by the major 
domos and other personages of the 
private ante-chamber. Before reach- 
ing the ante-chamber His Majesty re- 
ceived homage from a group of seven 
German bishops, who are now in 
Rome. 

Pope Leo was advised of the 
arrival of his guests, the door was 
thrown open and the Pontiff appeared. 
He was dressed in white with the ex- 
ception of a small cap of red velvet, 
trimmed with ermine. The Emperor 
advanced alone, making a _ profound 
bow. The Pontff inquired in French 
as to the Emperor's health. Em- 
peror William then presented his two 


sons. His Majesty and the Pontiff 
then retired to the la ‘Ss private 
study. The audience 1 for forty 


minutes. At the end of this time, 
the Princes were summoned, and 
spoke to the Pontiff. 

The imperial party then paid a brief 
visit to Cardinal Rampolla. Upon his 
three previous visits to the Vatican 
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Emperor William returned direct to 
the Quirinal. This was not lked by 
the Vatican, as it was thought he 
should first return to the neutral 
ground. It was appreciated, however, 
by the Quirinal, as to do so is con- 
sidered somewhat of a slight upon the 
Pope. King Edward followed this 
course. Today, Emperor William re- 
turned from the Vatican to the Prus- 
sian legation accredited to the Holy 
See. where he changed carriages, his 
Culragsiers remaining at the legation. 
This course is supposed to imply that 
Hig Majesty wished to pay particular 
deference to the feelings of the Vati- 
can. 

There was another new departure 
during this visit of the Emperor. Pre- 
viously, Cardinal Rampolla has re- 
turned the imperial visit to the Vat- 
ican at the Prussian legation, and had 
found only the Prussian Minister. To- 
day, however, Emperor William waited 
at the legation, received the Cardinal

assertion that, with regard to the 
origin of life, science neither affirmed 
nor denied creative power. On the 
contrary, he said, science positively af- 
firmed a creative power. Science made 
everyone feel that he was a miracie 
i> himself. Modern biologists were 
once more to a firm acceptance 
of the vital principle. They had been 
absolutely forced by science to admit 
and believe in a directing power. 
“Was there,” he asked, “anything so 
absurd as to believe that a number of 
atoms falling together of their own 
accord could make a crystal, sprig of 
moss, the microbe or a living animal? 
Nobody could think that anything like 
that even in millions and millions of 
years, could, unaided, give us a beau- 
tiful world like ours. Let nobody be 
afraid of true freedom of thought. -Let 
us be free in thought and criticiam, 


but with freedom we are bound to come ' 


to the conclusion that science is not an- 
tagonistic,: br but is a help to religion.”

The striking teamsters are carrying 
things with a high hand. Many of 
them are drinking, and boast that they 
propose to win the fight, even if force 
has to be resorted to. That they will 
try to carry out their programme there 
is little doubt. To stimulate them in 
their action, 1000 freight-package han- 
diers have agreed to strike, Monday. 
If the latter do so, it is very prob- 
able that the South Omaha and Cpun- 
cil Bluffs freight-package handiers will 
also strike. 

The effect of the teamstrs’ strike is 
already being felt in many ways. Those 
who are short on coal must go with- 
out. Several large office buildings; 
among others the Bee building and the 
New York Life building, will have to 
close down the heat and stop running 
the elevators, if additional supplies of 
coal tannot be had within the next 
few days. Following the recent se- 
vere sleet and snowstorm, the weather 
is cold and raw here. 

Twenty-eight restaurants are now 
cloréd, and many of them have been 
picketed by the striking waiters and 
cooks. Nearly all of these employed 
only union help prior to the strike. 
The proprietors have organised a res- 
taurant and hotel men's association, 
and issued a public staetment, in 
which they deplore the necessity of 
closing their doors, and say, in part: 
“We will never sign the union scale. 
We cannot hand over to the unton the 
right to dictate to us whom we shall 
and shall not employ.”

STEAMERS COLLIDE IN FOG. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED u. 

SATTLE (Wash.) May 3.—The Brit- 
ish tramp steamer Robert Adamson, 
Capt. James Seaville, and the Pacific 
Coast Company's steamship Queen, 
Capt. N. E. Cousines, collided in a 
dense fog off West Point lighthouse at 
6 o'clock this morning, with serious 
Gamage to both vessels, t without 
loss of life. The Queen all but cut 
down the freighter. She struck her 
fourteen feet abaft of the bow on the 
port side, tore a perpendicular Lole 
twelve feet wide from the upper deck 
almost to the keel, crashed on into 
the cargo for ten or fifteen feet and 
drove the beams so hard that several 
of the Adamson's starboard plates were 
lcosened. bent and bulged. The Queen's 
sharpened nose was rolled around to 
starboard from the main deck to below 
the waterline two or three feet. 

The Adamson was lumber laden from 
Port Blakely for Buenos Ayres, and 
the Queen was en route from Everett to 
this city. So great were the injuries 
to the Adamson that it was found 
necessary to beach her here. The cap- 
tain ran her upon a sandy bottom, 
about two hundred yards east of the 
lighthouse and probably half a mile 
from the scene of the collision. The 
Queen stood by until this was done, 
and came on to this port. Both ves- 
eels had their fog signals going. Their 
masters say they were running six or 
seven mites an hour. 5

JOLIET an.) May 3.—Women and 
men today fought hand-to-hand with 
each other, and then fought hand-in- 
hand against the police in the Slavonic 
Roman Catholic Church.

There were 2000 men, women 
and children in the church when the 
fight began. In spite of all the pro- 
tests of Father Kollar and others, the 
church members fought with fists and 
pleces of furniture, knocking each 
other right and left.

In a few minutes, a patrol wagon full 
of policemen drove up to the church, 
and the patroimen entered the edifice, 
which was filled with din and tumult.

Women and children cried out in ter- 
ror at the sight, and many men ran 
from the church or leaped out of win- 
dows.

INDIVIDUALISM’S LIMITS. . 


Address by President Hadley of Yale 
in Regard to the Freedom of Man and 


the Coal Strike. 

{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW HAVEN (ct) May 3.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] President Hadley of 
Yale University, in an address on 
“Limits of Individualism,” said: 

“The theory that each man should 
be left free to do what he pleases, especi- 
ally in economic matters, with as little 
restraint from law as possibe, was very 
popular during the first half of the 
nineteenth century. During the last 
half of that century there was a reac- 
tion. The philanthropist, labor leader, 
railroad manager and protectionist 
each saw reasons which seemed to him 
good for making exceptions of con- 
siderable importance to this rule of 
non-interference. And even among 
thore who had no special interests of 
this kind there was a growing disposi- 
tion to see that the self-interest of in- 
dividuais did not protect the general 
public as fully as we had supposed. 

In the contest between organized 
capital and organized labor, like that 
of the recent coal strike, the interests 
of the consumer may be sacrificed in 
the worst fashion by a total cessation 
of the production of one of the necessi- 
tles of life. Three important methods 
have been suggested for giving better 
protection to the interests of the con- 
sumer. 

“First—The extenston of a system of 
contracts between companies and their 
operatives, so that incorporated capital 
shall deal with incorporated labor in a 
responsible fashion. 

“Second—An extension of the con- 
spiracy laws so that combinations ad- 
verse to the interests of the consumers 
as a body can be treated :s criminal 
and suppressed by the organized fo:ce 
of the community. 

“Third—An extension of he principle 
of direct government management—the 
so-called socialistic principle—to those 
industries where continuous production 
of service is a matter of vital public 
necessity. 

“But without reform in our ethical 
standards, none of these remedies wil! 
really meet the evil. If we really be- 
Heved the laborer or capitalist who 
was pursuing self-interest as a busi- 
ness principle, to the disregard of all 
other things was doing wrong, we 
should have little trouble in putting 
1 in prison in cases where that 
wrong wrought great public harm.”

PARIS, May 3.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The picturesque features of King 
Edward's visit to Paris are practically 
oyer. The incidents of today were com- 
paratively quiet, but they were stin 
expressive of the renewal of Anglo- 
French good-will. 

This morning the King took a short 
stroll on his way to church. He seemed 
to enjoy mingling in the throng of 
church-goers. He walked briskly with 
Sir Edmund J. Monsin, the British 
Ambassador. Crowds of people gath- 
ered at the British embassy and along 
the thoroughfares where he passed and 
gave mild demonstrations of good-will. 

The English chapel was decorated 
with flowers and plants. The King 
was met at the entrance by three of 
the officiating clergymen and conducted 
by them to a red velvet armchair at 
the right of the chancel. The British 
Ambassador sat at the left of the 
chancel. 

At noon today Foreign Minister Del- 
casse gave a breakfast at the Foreign 
Om to His Majesty. Among the hun- 
dreds present were many notable fig- 
ures in official and diplomatic circles, 
as well as persons famous in the salons, 
The grand dining hall had been elabor- 
ately decorated and “festooned with 
flowers. At King Ed@ard’s right hand 
sat Mme. Deicasse, and at his left was 
seated M. Fallieries, president of the 
Senate. Opposite the King sat M. Del- 
casse, the Papal Nuncio, and Count 
Von Wolkenstein, the Austrian Am- 
bassador, who is dean of the diplo- 
matic corps. 

Admiral Colton, Commander Harber, 
the naval attaché at the embassy, and 
Lieut. Charles Huessey of Chicago were 
present, in recognition of the courtesies 
extended President Loubet by the 
American squadron at Marseilles. Am- 
bassador Porter was unable to attend 
the breakfast on account of the recent 
death of his wife. The breakfast gave 
occasion for further expressions of the 
firm friendship between France and 
Great Britain, which the visit of King 
Edward has brought out. 
| This afternoon King Edward planted 
a chestnut tree in the garden of the 
British embassy in commemoration of 
his visit, and received the orphaned 
pensioners of the British institution, the 
corner-stone of which he laid when 
he was Prince of Wales. 

Tenight a gala dinner was given at 
the British embassy to President Lou- 
bet. This was followed by a concert 
by the leading artists of the opera. 

King Edward continues to manifest 
satisfaction: with the cordiality of b's 
reception here. A member of his en- 
tourage said that the King personally 
was not aware of a single unfriendly 
demonstration. 

The decoration of a number of French 
officials by Ki Edward is announced. 
The members of the King’s party have 
received the decoration of the Order of 
the Legion of Honor.

CHURCH'S HISTORY. 

The parish of St. Joseph was estab- 
lished in 1888, and placed under the 
care of Rev. Father Bartsch.

AMERICAN PATRIOTISM. 

The Literary Digest nas a transia- 
tion of an article recently appearing 
in the Revue Bleue, of Paris, in which 
a handsome tribute is paid to Amer- 
jean patriotism. The article is by 
M. Deifron de Vissec, an experiencea 
traveler and a somewhat noted author. 
M. de Vissec says: | 

“It is wonderful to note how a peo- 
ple so little military are gifted with 
a patriotism so intense. What a con- 
trast between the towns of Germany, 
where at every step we come across 
troops on the march, where the very 
populace seems divided into regiments, 
and those immense cities beyond the 
sea, in Which the sight of a military 
uniform, the sound of a trumpet, are 
practically unknown! Individuals (in 
the Unjted States) are all the more 
citizens\inasmuch as they are not 
soldie It is from the profound 
civism th which they are imbued, 
from their -devotion to the city and 
the State, that ! derive their 
patriotism. 

“In spite of this ardent patriotism. 
capable of making the Americans, if 
necessary, intrepid soldiers, did future 
peace, to which the world aspires, de- 
pend upon them, ft would have solid 
guarantees. The Monroe Doctrine 
binds them to an exclusively defensive 
policy. It is easy for them, therefore. 
to make peaceful professions. 4 
menace of war will never proceed from 
them.” 

The writer expresses the opinion 
that whatever nation essays to put 
the Monroe Doctrine to the test win 
have a hard foad to travel, or words 
to that effect. He predicts that, 
sooner or later, Germany wil! be 
traveling that self-same road. “What 
has the future in store?” he asks. 
Then he answers that “no one knows. 
Everything depends on Germany. The 
American people are very patient, 
very good-natured. They can control 
themselves, and they are not inflamed 
by «a first provocation. But once 
aroused, they know no bounds, and 
would become the most formidable of 
enemies.” 

European writers are very mucn 
given to predicting war between the 
United States and Germany, at some 
indeterminate time in the future. 
Such an eventuality is of course pos- 
sible, but happily there are no pres- 
ent indications of it. Our relations 
with Germany are at present most 
amicable, and there are few Americans 
who would wish them to be otherwise. 
But of course there would be trou- 
ble, and plenty of it, if Germany or 
any other power should attempt to 
override the Monroe Doctrine.

IN PHILADELPHIA. 
Municipal politics seems to be in 


a deplorable state of rottenness in the 
City of Brotherly Love, according to 
all accounts. Not long ago three mem- 
bers of a ward echool board in that 
city, together with a man who had 
acted in the capacity of a go-between, 
were found guilty of extorting money 
from teachers as the price of employ- 
ment in the public schools. The evi- 
dence brought out in the trial was of a 
startling nature, and showed that the 
most astoundingly corrupt methods 
had been employed. Many teachers tes- 
tified that they had been forced to 
hand over money, in varying amounts, 
to politicians who controlled the ap- 
pointment of teachers, and that they 
had been made to understand that 
kallure to do so would mean loss of 
employment. 

According to the testimony of one 
teacher, whose salary was $47 per 
month, she was obliged to give up $40 
for a promised position which she failed 
to receive “because there were too 
many teachers elected.“ She was elected 
a second time, and was requested to 
pay again, she hed received 
no salary. Shortly before the exposure 
came in the newspapers she received 
back $30 of the money she had paid. 
Although many cases of corruption 
were brought to light. the Philadel- 
phia papers declare that much of the 
rottenness was left unrevealed, only 
o much being brought out as was 
necessary to the conviction of the men 
named. 


Of all forms of political corruption, 
that which wrings tribute from the 
hard-earned wages of women, and 
traffics in the educational needs of chil- 
dren, is perhaps the most reprehen- 
sible. There is evidently something al- 
together wrong in the school system 
of Philadeiphia, or in the public senti- 
ment which tolerates it, or both. The 
exposure of such despicable 

in any civilized community shguid re- 
sult in the thorough overhauling and 
or overthrow of the sys- 
tem which makes such abuses possible. 
But the revealed corruption in the 
school system of Philadelphia is only 
a part of the rottenness which seems 
to permeate nearly every department 
of the municipal government. A few 
years ago that city leased its gas works 
(owned by the municipality,) to a pri- 
vate corporation for a period of thirty 
years, upon terms so obviously favor- 
able to the lessees and unfavorable to 
the city, that the affair became a na- 
tlonal scandal. Telephone and street- 
railway franchises have also been 
farmed out to favored politicians in 
such manner as to excite the indigna- 
tion of all decent citizens. The success- 
ful consummation 


boodling politicians to still further & 
forts in the same direction. A propost- 
tion is pending to dispose of the city's 
waterworks to a private company, and 
on terms which will give to the com- 
pany an absolute close monopoly. A 
bill was recently introduced in the 
State Legisiature providing for the 
sale, lease, or other disposition, by 
municipalities, of their waterworks, gas 
works, or electric-light plants. Among 
the provisions of this measure is one te 
the effect that “for such periods, not 
exceeding fifty years, as such munici- 
palities deem advantageous, no other 
company, corporation or association, 
person or persons, shall be permitted 
to enter upon the streets of any such 
city., town of borough, to lay pipes, 
conduits, meins or wires, for the — 
pose of conducting any such busi 

the exclusive right to which has been 
vested in the purchasers of leases.” 
The iniquity of this measure is evi- 
dent at a glance. Although the Dill 
was introduced “by request,” by a 
member who professes to know noth- 
ing about it. and Although no member 
of the Legisiature is willing to admit 
any particular knowledge of the 
measure, it haa made steady progress 
toward enactment into law. The Mu- 
nictpal League of Philadelphia is mak- 
ing a vigorous campaign against the 
bill, and against the propostiion to dis- 
pose of the waterworks (the last of 
the city’s important franchises) to pri- 
vate parties. 

The situation of affaire in Philadel- 
phia forcibly illustrates the need for 
the organization of public-spirited cit- 
izens into leagues for the promotion of 
good munictpal government. Such or- 
ganizations may not always be able 
to accomplish all they desire to accom- 
plish, but they form a practical protest 
against the schemirn« “unt poli- 
ticlans, and in manv cases the protest 
especially when reinforced by a healthy 
public sentiment—is effective. 


The courts of Los Angeles are doing 
splendid work in sending up footpads 
and street-car bandits, but the tribe 
does not appear to decrease much. We 
are unfortunately situated, in that the 
criminals who come west for their wel- 
fare stop with us because the blue 
Pacific blocks the way to the farther 
west. Yet our prisons are commodious 
and real estate in their vicinity is still 
to be had for purposes of additions 
thereto. Perhaps if the courts will 
continue to give the malefactors the 
full penalty for their misdeeds, that 
the time will come when they will tire 
of crime, or all have gone to work for 
the State without wages. In any event 


as rapidly as they are brought to bar. 
When they have learned that punish- 
ment here is swift and sure perhaps 
they will go to some other bailiwick to 
do their holding-up. 


There might possibly be such a thing 
as “Four more years of Grover,” but 
it is altogether unlikely until the 
banks have begun to burst up. the 
crops to fall, the grasshoppers and 
chinch bugs to raid the grain felds, 
the treasury surplus to become depleted, 
a pestilence to devastate the land, and 
numerous other calamities to overtake 
our common country. In order for 
the Democrats to win in a national 
campaign there must first be seven 
hundred different and distinct kinds of 
trouble, with a majority of the people 
gone broke and hunting for oba. A 
such a contingency appears to be 
somewhat remote, at this time, the 
prospects for Democratic success in 
1904 are not so brilliant as to make 
the betting men feel like placing any 
treat amount of money on it.

Silas H. Harrington believes that un- 
jonism is doomed here, and that its 
very character carries about with it 
the seeds of an early death. Said he: 
“Trades unionism, as I have watched 
it for twenty years in various parts 
of the United States, has prospered 
only under unusual building or manu- 
facturing conditions. Unions are now 
and always have been dominated by 
men of great avarice and greed and 
but little common sense, and in the 
end these men have always been hoist 
with their own petard and brought ut- 
ter ruin to their pet schemes. 


“In a city like Los Angeles, where 
building ts going on at a most unusual 
pace, the

called, is able to exert some itt 
power by the great demand for — 
and the scarcity of competent men. Get. 
ting the few there are in one bunch 
they are able to make considerable stir 
and eventually dictate ton certain ex. 
tent the terms of those contractors who 
see fit to employ union help. Since 
there is a great pressure of work these 
terms are accepted and no particular 
fuss is made. And since the men get 
along just as well inside the union as 
they would outside, they stay in, by 
mere reason of apathy, it for ng other 
cause. 

“Let this building excitement slacken 
for a few months, and see what hap- 
pens to the strongest branch of the 
Los Angeles County Council of Labor. 
Then employers will no longer be dic. 
tated to, and the men, who have fam. 
ilies or others depending on them, must 
work, and work they will, in the un- 
fon or out of it, will make no differ. 
ence. In other words, if the walking 
delegate attempts to dictate then he 
will simply be ignored, and very prop- 
erly, too. 

“And thus will come about the event- 
nal ruin of a central union organiza- 
tion. The men will no longer be w- 
ing to support their supreme bosses in 
a mere empty show of power, and lack 
of snaps in this field will drive them 
all to real work—or hoboiem.”

Movement for the Scalp of Oil Inspec- 

tor Blackmar. 

Certain residents on Centennial street 
in the Second Ward are preparing a 
petition, which will probable be pre- 
sented to the Council today, complain- 
ing of the oj! nuisance and charging 
Oil Inspector Blackmar with neglect of 
duty.

IN FIZNADA MOUNTAINS.

IMMENSE LEDGE UNCOVERED AND

Litigation Over Sierra Pritas Claims 

Settled—Local Capital Backs the Mex- 

ican Exploration Company—Yavapai 

Management is to be Investigated. 


{SPECIAI, CORRESTONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

HERMOSILLO (Mex.) 29.—The 
Times correspondent has just returned 
from a trip to the Tiznada Mountains 
in the Moctezuma district, where a big 
gold strike has been recently made 
on the Rancho Tejuachi. This has for 
years been known as a rich field and a 
number of mines have been located in 
the district by Americans that have all 
given high values. There are many 
evidence of two antiquos pueblos” on 
the mountain and also an old Apache 
settiement far up on the highest point 
of the mountain near a spring. The 
old records show that there were two 
old mines that were very rich that 
had been worked about 160 years ago 
in that vicinity. 

The last discovery was made by @ 
Swiss prospector who has traced an 
immense ledge for nearly two miles 
along the side of the mountain, which 
at places is extremely precipitous. 
Places where the ledge was sixty feet 
wide were visited, and in some places 
the cropping was found as high as ten 
to twelve feet. 

It is claimed that an average of $9.99 
a ton was secured from the specimens 
selected at different points aiong the 
ledge 


From an open cut made at one point 
along the ledge the Times correspond- 
ent knocked off pieces of rock in which 
gold was visible to the naked eye, as 
well as horn silver.

POINTS ABOUT CIGARS. 


What the Various Well-known Trades 
Names Mean—How a Great Many 
People are Generally Missed. / 


New York Press:] The average man, 

4 — you give him a cigar, will took 
at it in a knowing way, roll it lovingly 
between his fingers and sniff at it be- 
fore placing it in his mouth. After puf- 
fing on it a minute or two, if you ask 
him his opinoin, he will tell you all 
about the cigar, ita make, grade and 
price, and inform you in a confidential 
way that he know all about tobacco, 
and cigars in particular. In 99 cases 
out of 100 his information will be 
wrong, as only the tobaccoexperts can 
quickly judge of the intrinsic merits 
of a cigar, and frequentiy he will be 
at fault. For commercial purposes, all 
— are divided into three grades 
tobacco, known as dark, medium 
and light, but there are forty or fifty

If you will examine a cigar box you 
will find *tamped on the nt of the 
box the size of the cigar and at one 
end the color. On the bottom of the 
box, at the side, you win find some 
fancy name, such as Flor de Habana” 

or “Flor Finos.” These are only stock 
= BD and mean nothing further than 
that the tobacco is good Havana to- 
bacco, although the cigars may have 
been made in Connecticut. On the nos 
der side of the box you will find only 
the factory stamp and label, announc- 
ing that the maker of the cigar has 
filled all the requirements of the law, 
if it be a domestic cigar, while the top 
is devoted to the name of the particu- 
lar brand of cigar, with the name and 
address of the manufacturer. The in- 
side cover is apt to be embellished, 
particularly in the cheaper grade of 
cigars, with some gaudy picture, usu- 
ally that of a scantily-clad female. 

Undoubtedly the best tobacco smoked 
in cigars in this country is the native- 

wn Cuban tobacco, and the cigar is 
urther improved if it ts made in Cuba, 
particularly in the province of Havana. 
For this

Cuba, they 
are reshipped to the United States, and 
the revenue stamp is duly pasted on the 
boxes to deceive the uninitiated. Many 
smokers who prefer a light wrapper 
enjoy the flavor of the Manila 38 
with the Havana filler. To satisfy t 
taste the Havana tobacco —— 
is wrapped in a Connecticut wrapper, 
which is colored to look like a Manila 
wrapper. Inferior grades of cigars fre- 
quently are made of doctored tobacco, 
acid being used to stain the wrappers, 
a light straw color in spots. The best 
leaf of the tobacco plant is that which 
grows nearest to the ground, and when 
the rain splashes mud on the leaf these 
little straw-colored spots appear when 
the tobacco is cured. When these spots 
are genuine the wrapper will be a géo0d 
tobacco of its grade, but whether it is 
acid stain or not only the expert will be 
able to determine.
